Nc(w Delhi, the 26th August, 1992 
Silhjeict ;—Natioual Awards for prevention of poUuticM. 

O.SJI. 736(E).—^Ihe Oovenwnent have decided to fairtl- 
tule a scheme of national Awards, to encourage Industries 
and operations to take significant steps for prevention of 
pollutfou 

2. Awards will be granted each year to units whl^ 
make a significant and measureable contribution towards 
development or u#;' of clean technologies, products or prac¬ 
tices that prevent pollution and find innovative solutions to 
environmental problems. Pollution prevention alms to con¬ 
serve natural resource, particularly water, and to prevent 
the generation of pollutants through cost effective means. 
The activities can include new technologies that savd energy 
or other resources, product reformulation or substitution to 
use fewer polluting material and modifications and new pro¬ 
cesses which reduce pollution. 

3 The awards will bo In the form of a trophy and a 
station which will be retalneed permanently by the 
eawardee. 

4. Awards numbering upto eighteen (18) will given 
bach year, once in each of the identified category of highly 
polluting industries These industriw have been identified as 
follows ;— 

(1) Sugar. 

(2) Fertiliser. 

(3) Cement 

(4) Fermentation and Distillery 

(5) Aluminium. 

(6) Petro-chemicals. 

(7) Thermal Power 

(8) Caustic Soda. 

(9) on Refinery. 

(10) Sulphuric Acid. 

(11) Tanneries. 

(12) Copper Smelting. 

(13) Zinc Smelting. 

(14) Iron and Steel. 

(15) Pulp and Paper. 

(16) Dye and Dye InWrmediafes. 

(17) Pesticides. 

(18) Pharmaceuticals. 

5. Awards numbering upto five (3) will he given each year 
to small scale industries in the following categories :— 

1. Tanneries. 

2 Pulp and Paper. 

3 Dye and Dye Intermediates. 

4. Pesticides. 

5 Pharmaceuticals. 

6. The awards will be given only if meritorioni ilomfaationB 
•re avnil.ible. 


7. The units must have introduced an environmental pro¬ 
tection system comprising a policy defined for the units as a 
whole, an environmental programme for the site concerned 
and a management system defining the organisational measu¬ 
res and working procedures required to implement and super¬ 
vise the programme. The management system should include 
an environmental audit prowamme. After each audit, as 
environment statement intended for the public has to be pre¬ 
pared, presenting an objective report on the problems t^roughl 
to light during the envlroomental review, figures on the units’ 
pcriormance, sununary of the policy, programmes and objec- 
fives pursued at the site and information on the Intentions 
and stops taken to achieve these objectives. The InformatloM 
h to be made a part of the Report of the Board of Directors 
In the Annual Statement of Accounts of the unit. 

8. The cligihfilty for the awards sliall be based on the 
following considerations ;— 

(i) Success in uofmlng environmental pollution needs, 
meeting pollntion prevention goals, and overall im¬ 
provements to the quality of air, water and land. 

fB) SoundncB of approach, scientific design, and cost 
effectiveness, 

(iii) Abatement, including reduction, reuse, recycling or 
any beneficial use of waste generated, 

(It) Substantial and steady reduction in the effluents and 
emissions in the year, 

(v) Reduction of risk to the community living in the 
vicinity of units handling hazardous chemicals, 

(v!) Any other identifiable specific and significant contri- 
hutlon towards the manufacture of environmentally 
friendly products and development and nse of en¬ 
vironmentally sound technologies, 

fvll) Substantial sud continuing steps for environmental 
improvement and, 

(v'fl) Any other identifiable specific and significant con- 
trfbntion towards the manufacture of environmen¬ 
tally friendly products and development and use of 
enVironmenfaliy soi'nd technologies imd .uspects 
such as voluntary afforestation and even pioneering 
work in research towards environmental friendly 
technology and matimuiu arount of recycling pos¬ 
sible in that categ.iry of industrirc These step* 
win include substantial and continuing steps few 
envfromnental improvement and any other item 
which would be indicative of the corporate phild- 
sophy of the company towards rositire environmental 
management. 

9, The significance of the contrilmtlon both in qualdnti'e 
and quantitative terms, ns well as measurable impact on the 
environment will be the major criteria for selection. The 
quantitative factors are primarily aimed ht mo.is.irinp ihe 
reduction in emissions and efflnents per unit of output. 1'^ 
qualltaiive lottors will a.ssess the efforts Initiated by tiw 
management to make abatement of pollution an essential in¬ 
gredient of the manufacturing prooeas and thereby ensure 
envlrcnmental improvement on a continuing basis. An in¬ 
dustrial unit which is not meeting the standards pre'-c'lbcd 
will not be ffigible for the award. 

10 The Schetron Committee shall review the nominations 
for the awards recci' ed from the sponsoring authorities, which 
shiill be the Follntlon Control Board of the 'date where the 
onh is located. 

11. The awardi will be given for perform.incc diwinfl f,1a 
financial year. The sponsoring authorities «-hall fo-uard their 
oomintlions lo the officer incharge Pollution Control in (he 
Min'stry of Ensi'Onment end Forests on a date to he ruMi'.hrtt 
rverv tear
